The  weekly''  cotton  grade  and  staple  reports  for  States  in  the  Sor.theast 
show  that  in  each  St  te ,  except  North  Carolina,  ginnings  are  of  higher  grr..des 
than  for  corresponding  date  last  se?.son. 

Strict  Middling  and  better  grades  of  '/Tliite  and  Extra  l^ite  cotton  are 
reported  as  ahout  50  percent  of  ginnings  to  date  this  season  in  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Florida,  and  South  Carolina,   against  25  to  35  percent  in  these  States  last  season 
to  same  date.     In  ITjrth  Carolina  the  proportion  of  Strict  Middling  and  above  is 
about  35  percent  this  season  against  Ul  percent  to  corresponding  date  last  season. 

The  reports  indicate  an  improvement  in  staple  length  for  each  Southeastern 
Sta.tes  except  Alabama.     Ginnings  in  Alabama  this  season  show  increased  proportions 
of  cotton  shorter  than  7/S  inch.  Ginnings  in  Georgia,  Florida,  ITorth  Carolina, 
and  South  Carolina,   shov/  decreased  proportions  of  this  short  untenderable  cotton 
(shorter  than  "jlZ  inch)  and  increased  proportions  of  cotton  15/l^  inch  and  longer. 

Staple  lengths  1  inch  and  longer  are  reported  as  about  3  percent  of  girmings 
for  Florida,  U  percent  for  Alabam.a,  17  percent  for  Georgia,        percent  for  North 
Carolina,  and  52  percent  for  South  Crrolina.

The  cotton  grade  and  Fitaple  reports  for  States  in  the  Southeast  issued 
in  Atlanta  today  shov/  improvement  over  last  year  in  "both  grade  and  staple  length 
for  gin^-'.ings  in  G^orgia^  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina.     Ginnings  in 
Virginia  show  an  improvement  in  sta.nle  length  "but  a  decline  in  grade  as  compared 
with  ginnings  to  corresponding  date  last  season.     Ginnings  in  Alahama  to  date 
are  higher  in  grade  but  are  shorter  in  staple  length  than  ginnings  to  this  date 
la,st  year. 

The  reports  for  Georgia  and  for  South  Carolina  indicate  a  notable 
improvement  in  staple  length  over  last  year.     Tlie  report  for  North  C'irolina 
is  outstanding  in  that  a  most  pronounced  improvement  in  staple  length  is  shov/n. 

About  20  percent  of  the  ginnings  in  Georgia  this  season  to  date  is  1 
inch  and  longer  compared  with  IC  p.rccnt  to  date  last  season;   South  Carolina 
ginniiigs  show  56  percent  of  this  designation  this  season  against  39  percent 
last  year;  North  Carolina,  56  percent  this  year  compared  with  25  percent  for 
1  inch  and  longer  last  year.

Ginnir-f-^s  in  the  Southeastern  States  this  week  v/ere  louver  in  r-;raclc  and 

short'i^r  in  staple  lenf,-th  than  c'innincs  last  yea,r.     iki  exception  to  this  is  that 

f;-inninfrs  in  Alo,bana,  while  lov/or  in  f^rade,  v/ere  longer  in  staple  lunccth  than  for

last  week. 

The  proportions  representing  Spotted  cotton  increased  naterially  this 
week  over  last  week.     Over  62  percent  of  ginnings  in  Florida  this  week  was 
Spotted,  while  winnings  in  G-eorrrio,  and  Alahana  each  shov/ed  ahout  25  percent  of 
this  color  group. 

For  the  season  to  date  ginnin-^s  in  Southeast'srn  States,  including  Georgia, 
Florida,  North  Carolina,   South  Carolina,  and  Virginia,  are  consideratly  iDetter 
in  both  grade  and  staple  than  ginnings  to  corresponding  date  last  season.  Alahana 
ginnings  are  an  exception  in  that  the  length  of  stable  in  the  State  is  shorter 
than  last  year,  as  sh-.'wn  "by  much  larger  proportions  for  cotton  shorter  than  7/S 
inch  this  year  to  date. 
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COTTON  GRADE  km  STAPLE  REPORTS  FOR  V/EEK  EITOING  OCTOBER  25 

The  cotton  grade  and  staple  reports  showing  the  quality  of  ginnings 
in  the  Southeastern  States  for  the  week  and  for  the  season  continue  to  show 
a  decline  in  the  proportions  of  the  higher  grades. 

The  grades  thus  far  for  this  season  are  considorahly  hetter  than 
grades  to  corresponding  date  last  season  in  Georgia,  Alahama,  Florida,  and 
South  Carolina.     The  reports    for  Virginia  show  much  lower  grades  this 
season,  while  reports  for  North  Carolina  show  ahout  the  same  or  slightly- 
lower  grades,   as  compared  to  same  date  last  season. 

The  length  of  staple  for  ginnings  for  States  in  the  Southeast  to 
date  shows  an  improvement  over  last  year  except  in  the  case  of  Alabama. 

Using  the  proportion  of  1  inch  and  longer  as  a  measure,  South 
Carolina  leads  the  Southeast  with       percent  1  inch  and  longer  ginned  to 
date,  followed  by  North  Carolina  with  56  percent,  Georgia  with  22  percent, 
Virginia  with  9  percent,  Alabama  with  5-1/2  percent,  and  Florida  with 
2-I/2  percent. 
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
